Becall of Reserves 

In 1952, 30-40 men of ages 35“'40 -ttrere recalled for two months training in the 
use of Soviet weapons. These men formed a separate mortar unit and were trained 
separately from the regular troops. Training was directed by a regular officer 
assisted by a reserve officer. 

Officers recalled to duty spend one month in 10 Division Headquarters. During 
this time they wear no rank insignia. They are then sent to regular units for 
a month and act as assistants to regular officers. At this time they wear 
their insignia.
